SIAM TO SIGN CONVENTION TODAY. 


Terms of the Treaty Said to Have Been 
Considerably Modified,

Bancxox, Siam, Sept. 30.—[ Copyright, 
1898, by James Gordon Bennett.|—The con- 
vention between France and Siam is to be 
signed tomorrow. M. Le Myre de Villiers, 
the special envoy of the French Government, 
who has been conducting the negotiations 
here, leaves immediately in the Aspic 
for Saigon, in French Cochin China. 
It is learned on good author- 
ity that the terms of the convention 
are much less drastic than at. first proposed, 
and that Siam is treated more leniently than 
it was supposed it would be, Especially are 
the commercial clauses in the treaty of a far 
better character than the Siamese Govern- 
ment would expect. The favorable nature of 
the convention for Siam is much commented 
on here, and M. de Villiers ig credited with 
the modifications. Indeed, there is a strong 
French feeling against him for what is termed 
his ** mildness,”’ 

Banexon, Sept. 30.—M. Myre de Villiers, 
the French Special Envoy to Siam, yester- 
day presented to the Siamese Government for 
acceptance the draft of a treaty superseding 
the convention previously submitted by him. 
The draft was accompanied by a written an- 
nouncement that it must be accepted without 
alteration within’ forty-eight hours, It is un- 
derstood the new treaty does not include any 
conditions which are in excess of the terrfs of 
the orignal ultimatum sent by France to 
Siam.

If tne clerk of 
the weather is in an accommodating mood 
Chicago will break the record of celebrations 
in the United States, if not in the world.

There should be no mistake in the signifi- 
vance and purpose of this celebration. Oct. 9 
will be the anniversary of the great conflagra- 
tion which laid the main part of Chicago in 
ashes. Chicago, however, will not celebrate 
the devouring conflagration. Itis not going 
to rejoice over that unprecedented calamity 
but over the restoration of the city. It is not 
what happeyged on that lurid, ill-fated day but 
what has happened since that will furnish the 
theme for the general rejoicing. It wil 76 
the new Chicago, not the old Chicags that 
was destroyed, we shall celebrgie. Its citi- 
zens will celebrate the almost superbuman

stronger, more durable and elegant city on 


the ghastly ruins of the old; who made Chi- 
cago famous the world over for its palatial 
homes, its colossal business blocks, and its 
elegant public buildings, and who have added 
to the purely material the essentially artistic 
and beautiful. They have every oGcasion to 
make such a celebration. 

On the day of the fire Chicago had a third 
lof a million of population; now it has five 
times that number and it has accumulated 
more than five times as much wealth as it had 
when the fire wrought such havoc to its mate- 
rial resources. All this has been done in 
twenty-two years, in less than a generation. 
What has been accomplished during the last 
quarter of a century is an earnest of what 
may happen in the next quarter. Those who 


live to the end of that period will see one of: 


the largest and most magnificent cities in the 
world and in all human probability the re- 
moval of the National Capital from Washing- 
ton to this, the real national center of influ- 
ence and power.

anywhere on the earth. True as gospel 1 his 
comment: 


Right here in Chicago we are paying thousands

persecution. A few noble young women are 


‘making the effort to educate them, entertain 
them, and keep them clean, but what is the | 


church doing for them? 

~The great Religious Parliament has just 
come to a, close. Upon its platform were 
representatives from all the sects we have 
been accustomed 
and for whose conversion these millions have 


been spent. They have risen and told the | 


story of their religion, the dogmas they be- 
lieve, the . rites they practice, the hopes they 
have for the fature. Their morality is of as 
high a type as ours, in cases higher. 
They have as firm a belief in brotherhood 
of man. And underlying all these religions 
is the fundamental idea of the fatherhood of 
God. Are these men pagans and heathen? 
As compared with their religion how stands 
the religion of Halsted street and the Levee? 
What sort of a story would the representatives

The truths which Brother Bristol uttered 
may not have been palatable, but they were 
none the less truths.

Itis useless to send 
missionaries to Siam and India when darker 
haunta of vice than Siam and India ever saw 
flourish in the very shadow of the churches 
which send them. It was a memorable warn- 
ing which Mr. Bristol uttered: “ Look at the 
street arabs, the shoeblacks and newsboys on 
our streets—the city waifs, who sleep in dry 
goods boxes.

God help us 
and open our eyes to see the field we have 
here right in our midst in Chicago.”

Beginning with 1889 it describes the down- 
fall of the empire at the hands of the army 
and nuvy, the proclamation of the republic, 
and the abdication of the old Emperor, the 
establishment of the provisional Republican 
government, and the election of Da Fonseca 
as President. In June, 1891, the latter re- 
signed on account of iil health ic favor of 
Gen. Peixoto, the Vice-President, who had 
been Secretary of War in the Provisional 
Government. He has held the office from 
that time to this, with popular dissatisfaction 
increasing all the time, and one or more of 
the Brazilian provinces in a state of revolt, 
which may be said to be chronic, as there has 
not been a time since 1889 when some 
province was not running a _ revolution 
against the General Government. He 
has been accused of seeking to 
make himself military dictator, of stealing 
the public moneys, of violating the Constitu- 
tion, and of ‘committing the most audacious 


‘acts of usurpation, though the ostensible 


cause of the present -dutbreak is Peixoto’s 
veto of a bill passed by the Congress making 
the Vice-President, who is his tool, ineligible 
for the office of President. Da Fonseca be- 
fore him had made himself dictator and in- 
dulged in-usurpation. Peixoto unquestiona- 
bly is trymg the same game. There is no rea- 


‘son to} believe, should the naval faction headed 


by Admiral Mello be successful in overturning 
the Peixoto government and a new President 
come to the front, that the latter would 
be any better. There is no element 
of stability in South American repub- 
lics. The people are densely ignorant. 
They know little or nothing about candidates. 
They ate the blind tools of factions seeking to 
elevate this or that military adventurer to 
power, When such a man gets into power 
there is no way to get rid of him except by 
revolution. Thestory of Da Fonseca is the 
story of Peixoto, and the story of Peixoto 
will be that of his successor, whoever he may 
be, The military power and the idea of force 
lie at the base of the Brazilian and every 
other South American republic, so it will be 
a matter of little consequence to the world 
whether Admiral Mello be successful or not. 
If he fails Peixoto will be more audacious 
than ever and continue his usurpations until 
some new and more successfa) revolution un- 
seats him, If he succeeds he may take the 
Presidency himself, but whoever may secure 
the place he will be just as irresponsible and 
dictatorial, and he will continue so until he in 
turn is overtaken bya revolution. Thus far 
the Republic of Brazil has enjoyed'a more un- 
republican form of government than it had 
under the empire and the ruleof the good 
Dom Pedro, 


IRISH DAY AT THE FAIR, 

Though the rain and the storm somewhat 
dampened the enthusiasm of the Irishmen 
and their kindred and friends who celebrated 
Irish day at the World’s Fair grounds yester- 
day, the events of the afternoon had a cheer- 
ing and an inspirimg effect which will 
long outlast the regrets concerning the

for by the well-arranged exercises, the military 
music, the stirring melodies, and the patriotic 
speeches in Festival Hall. The demonsira- 
tion there was in some respects a success 
beyond the expectation of its promoters, and 
proved that harmony, good feeling, and unity 
of purpose are as characteristic of Irish 
gatherings as of the assemblages of the 
peoples of more phlegmatic nations who have 
found a home in our republic.

Mr. Blake, in the eloquent words of the great 
British statesman, told of the immeasurable 
distance which has been actually traveled 
over “between the physical misery and 
political depression which marked the 
eatly yeats of the century in Ire.

Judge Gary will undoubtedly head 
that ticket, and it is dué fo him that his asso- 
ciates should be men of ripe legal learning, of 
good standing at the bar and in the communi- 
ty—in short, good lawyers of tried integrity 
and approved worth. If the judicial ticket is 
of this character Judge Gary will lead it to 
victory. The chances of Repu? an Hiitvess 
will be further improved by the nomination 
of honest ~4 cdplible men for County Com- 
misei ners on an anti-salary grabbing and eco- 
nomical platform, The outgoing Commis- 
sioners have made a record for extravagance 
and jobbery. If the Republicans have the 
good judgment to nominate men whose 
record is a guarantee of faithful service in 
the County Board they will furtler aid in 
Judge Gary's election. They will at least de- 
serve success. The chaaces are also that they 
will obtain it. 


ABUNDANCE OF SUGAR FROM CORN- 
STALKS. 

Some most remarkable statements in re- 
gard to the corn plant are made in Science by 
F. L. Stewart. He tells his readers that facts 
recently established show about one-half of 
the available food products of Indian corn to 
be wholly lost to us—lost because unused ana 
not previously known to exist. This loss is 
independent of arising from waste in the 
production of thé ordinary crop, The loss re- 
ferred to is that dueto the supposition that 
only the magnificent. ears are of value, and 
the long solid stalk the embodiment of much 
constructive energy which might otherwise 
have been more profitably employed. He 
says: * Indian cori gtowing is the only busi- 
ness in which aman can waste 45 per cent of 
his capital and yet make a living.” 

Some years ago Mr. Stewart began an in- 
vestigation, for the purpose of ascertaining 
if the cornstalk was not entitled to considera- 
tion as a sugar yielder, the same as sdtghtim. 
The results of his first tests, made in the fall of 
1884, were chiefly of a négative character, 
except as proving that the exceptional rich- 
ness in sugar which had previously been noted 
in a few samples did not attach to any par- 
ticular variety of corn, and that the accumu- 
lation of sucrose, or cane sugar, in all sorts 
was uniformly progressive with their growth 
after a certain period. Furthermore, it was 
ascertained that the maximum was reached 
always just before the grain began to 
giaze or harden. The fact was ‘con- 
firmed that after that period had - passed 
vital activity in the plant almost immediately 
ceased, and ail the soluble organized ma- 
terials lodged within the cells of all parts of 
the structure except the grain rapidly ran 
down into lower férms successively and in a 
few days totally disappeared, leaving in the 
stalk only a vapid watery juive, which in its 
turn evaporated rapidly. Of course, in that 
condifion the stalk -is a very type of 
worthlessness except as a feeble support to 
bear up for a time the ripened ear. 

Subsequently it was moticed that some 
stalks from which the ears had been plucked 
in the immature state did not share in that 
condition. Analysis of these showed nearly 
14 percent of cane sugar, and similar results 
were obtained from stalks on which no ear 
had formed. The inference drawn from both 
is that the arrested development of the seed, 
howeve? it may tbe brought about, 
causes the more active building up and 
storage of the soluble carbo-hydrates, and 
especially cane sugar, within the walls of the 
stalk, which seems to be highly specialized 
for this end, asin the sugarcane. Then it 


was seen that if this could be fully verified, 


us a physiological trait it would result in an 
enormous gain in the productiveness of the 
corn plantin two opposite directions, two 
full crops instead of one, the grain almost 
equalin quantity. and superior in nutritive 
value to the ordinary hard corn, and instead 
of an almost worthless mass of dead fiber 
fully developed canes richly charged with true 
cane sugar. 

Mr. Stewart says these conclusions have 
been fully borne out by the experiments of 
later years, a fresh series of analyses and 
7 tests being made each season and 
put on\record. These begin with the stage of 
the development of the plant when the per- 
centage of cane sugar had previously been 
supposed to have reached its maximum and 
extended through the after period of juice 
ripening brought on by the timely separation 
of the immature grain up to the time of 
frost. It was found that under the new con- 
ditions the saccharine strength of the juice 
constantly increases in a fixed ratio, end that 
the life of the plant is prolonged from one to 
two months beyond the natural period, 
Further statements in regard to 
the matter are promised for @ subse- 
quent article, but enough is told to 
make it seem probable that one of the great- 
est discoveries of the century has been made 
in this particular, and one that is of especial 
importance to this country, which contains 
the great corn belt of the world. The produc- 
tion of corn in the United States ayerages 
about 700 million dollars annually. If the 
results which seem to have been arrived at 
be verified and actualized that value will soon 


‘be raised to at least a billion dollars per 


annum, even if the area of corn cultureshould 
be increased as a consequence of the 
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stated a acu ee a mapa dh ergy rere 
to repeal the Federal election laws that “ the 
Constitution was not the creature of the 
States, but of the people.”

mark grieves Mr. Henry Watterson, for it is a 
denial of the theory which he and several 
other less eminent gentlemen took up arms

Constitution was the creature of the States, 


that the General Government was only their 
agent for specified purposes, and that when 
one or more of the States chose for what 
seemed to them good reason to withdraw from 
the “compact” they nad made they had a 
constitutional right todo so. Therefore, Mr. 
Watterson takes Mr. Brosius to task for “ mis- 


| stating history," as he calls it, and asserts 
| that— 


The Constitution was the creature of the 
States, acting as political units. 

Yet Mr. Brosius may console himself 
for the disapproval of the editor of the Cow- 
rier-Journal by the reflection that he has on 
his side such authorities as Mr. Madison, who 
said that ‘*he considered the difference be- 
tween a system founded on the [State] Legis- 
latures only and onfe founded on the people to 
be the true difference between a league or 
treaty [like the Articles of Confederation] and 
a [National] Constitution,” and as Mr. Web- 
ster, who,in a speech made over sixty years 
ago, which Mr. Watterson should fread, 
brushed away the Calhoun State sovereignty 
sophistry. The Supreme Court held before 
Mr. Watterson was born that the Constitution 
was “ordained and established” not by the 
“States” in their “sovereign” capacities, 
but emphatically, as the preamble declares, 
“by the people of the United States,” and 
that the Constitution did not require the af- 
firmance of and could not be negatived by the 
* State” governments. 

The Constitution was not “the creature of 
the States acting as political unite,”’ as Mr. 
Watterson very erroneously declares. When 
they act thus they act through their Legisla- 
tures as a corporation does thfough its Board 
of Directors. The State of Kentucky, as a 
political unit, elects Senators. The 
of Kentucky, as citizens of the United States, 
elect their proportion of the total number of 
representatives to the House, 

But why waste words oh so plain a matter? 
The compact framed in 1778 began thus: 
“Articles of confederation and perpetual 
union between the States of New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Virginia,” etc. 
But the Constitution framed in 1787 begins 
in these words: ‘* We, the people of the United 
States,” ete. The “league” between the 
States lasted less than ten years. The Consti- 
tution adopted by the people has lasted for 
more than a hundred. The Confederation, 
the work of the States, went to pieces like a 
rope of sand. The Federal Union, the work 
ef the people, has ‘withstood vast armies and 
conquered a dozen millions of rebellious pop- 
tlations, and cannot be shaken by Mr. Wat- 
ferson’s pen, nog that of all Confederates 
douth of the Potomac and Ohio. The Consti- 
tution was the creature of the people and not 
of “‘ States,” that is the fact and the record, 


RELATION OF CAPITAL TO LABOR. 

The man who owns capital and wishes to in- 
crease it (as all do) must hire others to work 
for him or lend it to some one else who will 
‘use it in the same way, hoping to have a profit 
left after having paid interest for the use of 
the money. The only exception to this is in 
the case where the capital does not exceed an 
amount which the man can utilize with his 


own labor or that of his family. Any éxcess: 


over that must be used for the employment 
of labor outside or his capital must lie idle. 
Then the owner will lose what it might have 
earned for him, an alternative that was 
recognized as a disagreeable one nearly 
two thousand years ago. In the parable of 
the talents the unfaithful servant is re- 
proved for havmg buried or hidden in a nap- 
kin the one confided to his care instead of in- 


vesting it so that it would have earned a ; 


profit. 

So the capitalist impelled by the desire for 
gain hires men to work for him. No matter 
whether he be selfish and devoid of all ten- 
derness for suffering humanity, or be a phi- 
lanthropist. When he wishes to change his 
capital so as to increase ite value by making 
it more acceptable to the consumer he acts 
under the stress of necessity in hiring men to 
help him do the work, He cannot coerce the 
workers. He must go intothe market and 
bid for their services. He must do this in 
competition with other employers who may 
be as selfish as himself, or more so. He must 


pay as much as his competitors do, or he will | 


not get the service. Thedays of “slave la- 
bor” being over, he cannot buy his toilers 
and make them work under the coercion of 
the lash as used to be done in the South, He 
has to make contracts with the men. No mat- 
ter how he may twist and squirm he cannot 
escape the inexorable recessity of employing 
other people, paying the wages mutually 
agreed upon, and entering into contract re-. 
lations with them, he being one of the parties 
to the bargain. 

Having done this the next question for the 
employer to handle is that of finding a mar- 
ket for his commodities, If the demand be 
active and the market be in his favor, so that 
after having paid for the raw materials and 
labor, and rent, taxes, repairs, and other inci- 
dental expenses, he nets a profit, thus acquir- 
ing more capital, the inevitable consequence 
is that he enlarges his business by the employ- 
ment of more men, because he wishes to 
make the recently acquired profits earn more 
in the same way that the original capital did. 
On the general average each $1,000 of profit 
that is gained is made the means of setting 
one additional man to work for wages. This 
is not done because the employer loves that 
particular man, but for the reason that he 
wants to make more money and needs his 
services, His reason is aselfish one, bat not 
more so than that of the worker who insists 
on being paid for his toil. He is not toiling 


for his health or for love of his boss, But if. 


the employer be supposed to be makinga 
good profit by his operations his workers are 
quick to find it out and very apt to ask for a 
rise in wages and to strike if he is slow to 
grant it, and if he continue to prosper in his 
business they generally get it. 

On the other hand if the market be a poor 
one from gny cause, 60 that the employer can- 
not sell his product, or is obliged to sell it at 
a loss in order to dispose of it, he is menaced 
with a shrinkage of. his capital. Naturally 
enough he dreads this, and the workers should 


dread it too, since its loss would fnvolvée his | 


inability to employ all of them longer. Under 


the menace of such a loss on future produc.: 


tion by reasouof the loss of market he re. 
duces the number of his workmen or tries to 
lower their wages. As his ability to sell at 
former prices decreases and his market falls 
off he thinks the wages of his workers should 
fall also.

In return 
for yom trunk the expressman gives you a 
check by which at baggage-room you 
identify| the trunk to the baggageman as 
yours when you ge to check it over the rail- 
road. Before you are given a railway check 
for it you must identify it fully, not only to 
satisfy the company that you are entitled to 
check it out of town but in order to make 
sure the expressman hasn’t given _ a check 
that calls for some one else’s trunk he took to 
the stationiat the same time he did yours. 
This latter rarely occurs. 

If the trunk is going to a point off the main 
line of the road whose office you are checking 
from ypu jare given what is universally con- 
ceded to be the most perfect baggage check 
of the age. It consists of a pasteboard 
double coupon “ticket”? about four inches 
long and ap inch and a quarter wide placed 
in a flat, light brass shell to which is at- 
tached the usual leather strip for fastening to 
the trunk, The “ticket” will tell nearly as 
much—the essentiale—as your railroad ticket, 
of which it is a good deal of a miniature. 
It shows where the trunk is from, via what 
line it goes, and the terminus of its travels. 
These points the baggageman takes from 

our passenger ticket—for two main reasons. 

n the first place he wants to see whether 
you have a ticket or not and thus to be sure

tached to|the trunk. In addition to the place 
of departure, route, and destination, the bag- 
gageman |who waited on you puts down in his 
book and |on the train sheet a clear, concise 
description of your baggage. He also in 
both instances copied a little mark from your 
railway ticket which, if you ever did notice 
it, you thought probably was intended only 
for the convenience of the man who does the 
company's printing and the one who orders it. 
It is that little bit of nondescript printing, 
generally ia the smallest of type, and reading 
** Form No. 517,” or whatever the number 
may be. Probably not one traveler in a hun- 
dred thousand ever noticed that this ‘* form 
number” on the railway passenger ticket 
and on the baggage check that is given him 
are always one and the same. As totally 
innocent of all connection with the real 
purpose of either, as this tiny 
entry appears, it has led to the detection of 
numberless frands, helped to find baggage 
that otherwise would never have been found, 
saved the company thousands of dollars, and 
been the meang of sending many a man to 
the penitentiary: The secret of it, in part, is 
it furnishes an infallible link between ticket 
and check, and never yet—so far as learned— 
has there been the coincidence of a conductor 
collecting and losing the ticket of a mgn and 
that manon the same trip losing the check 
issued on that ticket; or of a man buying a 
ticket, getting a check on it, and losing both

The oldest General Baggage Agent in Chi- 
cago is Mr. Charles Huntington, with the 
Chicago and Alton since 1856—thirty-eight 
years—and today as white-haired, thoroughly 
delightful, and sincere an old man of t 
score and ten as one could possibly wish to 
meet.

THE HORRIBLE DESPOTISM OF RUSSIA. 


The 
London Chronicle has bee™,.favored with an 
opportunity of reading in nuscript Count 
Tolstoi’s forthcoming work, *‘The Kingdom 
of God Within Us."”’ It is a passionate de- 
> fense of his favorite doctrine, “ resist not 
evil,”’ and is written in even plainer and more 
outspoken style than any of his previous 
works, and advocating as it does a complete 
change in the whole order, or as he calls it, 
““eomplete chactic disorder of things,” it 
is likely to give plenty of offense in 
official quarters. It is not probable that 
its publication in Russia will be allowed—aié 
least till Stchedrin’s typical “ thirty years”’ 
have passed; but arrangements are already 
vane made for an Eng translation. In the 
twelfth and final chapter the Count tells that 
on Sept. 29 of last year—the day on which he 
had written the last lines of his new work—he 
was traveling in one of the famine districts,

It would be a difficult matter to 
say positively that the pictures were painted 
over photographs unless one had the privilege of 
inspecting the work more closely than is possible 
in an exhibition. Yet there are several things 
which point a photographic basis for these paint- 
ings, Forexample. in the portrait of Mr. Yerkes it 
will be noticed ‘that the shoulder nearest the 
tor is enormous compared with the other, 
and that the hands, which are well in the fore- 
ground, are exceédingly large, which would seem 
to indicate the distortion of a camera rather than 
carefully drawn’ perspective. It has been ex- 
plained that it would be ‘possible for the artist to 
photograph direetly on the canvas or panel by 
means of the old wet plate process, but the 
image would appear reversed. In the figure of a 
young woman playing on the mandolin 
it will be noti¢ed that she plays with her 
left hand. It js not a usual thing for an 
artist to choose 4 pose which would bring the de- 
fects of his model into prominence, and 
left-handedness ig generally considered a defect, 
In some of his’ portraits of actresses also has 
chosen the poses of familiar photographs of these 
celebrities. Whatever may be the process by 
which Yan Beers produces his portraits they 
look like coloréd photographs and their ar- 
tistic yalue cafnot be much greater. They 
tickle the fancy of the Philistine 
with their well-licked smoothness and 
filigrane details, but have no truly fine qualities 
as paintings. Regardless of how it was pro- 
duced his picture of a “‘ Summer Evening” is a 
subject which is @xpressive and may contain a 
deeper meaning than what appearson the sur- 
face.

The pospectug of the School of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art shows that its classes for 
the coming year are to be in excellent hands, un- 
der the general direction of Mr. H. 8. Mowbray. 
He has as his assistants Mr. Levy, Mr. Clined- 
inst, and Mr. Beckwith, in drawing or painting, 
and Mr. Herbet Adams in modeling. A special 
class for the study of painting and study 
of ‘the, collections of the museum has 
been organized under the direction of 
John La Farge. ‘The pictures in the galleries 
of the museum and in such other galleries of 
the city, public and: private, as are accessible to 
students are studied with reference to color and 
composition as well as to technical methods. 
Male members of the class may also become 
candidates for the Jacob H. Lazarus traveling 
scholarship prizeywhich entitles the holder to $100 
a month for two years while studying abroad. 
This prize is to be awarded for the first time 
next spring to the competitor executing the best 
painting from higown sketches upon a subject 
assigned. Messrs. Chase, Mowbray, La Farge, 
Deilman Collins, Evatis, St. Gaudens, Ward, and 
F. D. Millet will act as judges. The collections 
of the museum Have heen greatly improved and 
augmented during the last few years, principally 
through gifts as the permanent endowment is so 
small that the trustees have been obliged to make 
up aconsiderable deficit each year from their 
own purses. Among the important acquisi- 
tions are the antiquities from Egypt, the collec- 
tions of ancient glass, the Japanese pottery and 
carving, the tapestries, lace, and embroideries, 
ancient and modern, the iron, gold, and silver 
work, and the @grecial collections, such as the 
Moore eollection, and the memorials of Franklin 
and Washington. Seven or eight galleries con- 
tain pictures, remarkably few of which are of in- 
ferior quality, while the collections of casts of 
architectural dethils is one of the largest in ex- 
istence.

The prospect 6t the purchase by subscrip- 
tion and the erection in Chicago of Bartholdi's 
well-known “ shake hands” group of Lafayette 
and Washington has excited considerable 
comment in vafious quarters. While it is 
probable that Bartholdi’s work would not 
lower the low average of public statuary in Chi- 

go it would not elevate it. Thereis a general 
#mpression in America that Bartholdi is a great 
sculptor, possibly because he has made the big- 
gest statue in thaworld, but his fellow-country- 
men do not -revognize him as such, even 
though they may consider him a good 
business-man, for this he surely is. 

As for the group at the World’s Fair, the fig- 
ure of Washington is small, stocky, and common- 
place. All the spirit in the group is concentrated 
in the figure of Lafayette, which is a rehash of 
the figure} in Union Square, New York. It has 
been suggested that Thomas Ball’s colossal statue 
of Washington should be purchased instead. 
Wouldit not be better to commission John 
Donoghue or some other Chicago sculptor to 
execute something worthy? It is sometimes 
wondered at that artists do not remain in Chi- 
cago. If some ofthe Chicago artists who have 
been recognized and appreciated elsewhere were 
given something to do they might be induced to 
return.| There arte several of them in New York 
and in Europe who have proved themselves 
worthy of patronage, painters as well as sculp- 
tors.

A large collection of water colors was re- 
ceived at Thurber’s last week. A number of them 
are dainty figures dressed in the costumes of 
by-gone times by Leon Girardet. One of the most 
pleasing of theseshows a pair of eighteenth cen- 
tury lovers seated on a hillside overlooking 
a broad valley in which the tiled roofs of a smal] 
village are|seen half hidden among trees. . In all 
these works of Girardet’s the subjects are pleas- 
ing andthe attraetive faces and costumes are 
cleverly painted if they are not al- 
ways well drawn. Several similar subjects 
by Cecile Chenneyiere are equally pleasing, and 
the head of a youiig woman, a jaunty hat, ruff, 
and décolleté dress by this artist is the most 
charming work in the collection. There are also 
several excellent paintings of flowers by Regine 
de Lanney; an interesting landscape sketch ofa 
garden and thatched cottage by G. Frapourt, and 
a number of quaint architectural subjects by 
August Constantip. One of the most important 
of the |pictures by the last named artist repre- 
sents a ¢rowd of people in the market place near 
th gates of a mé@dieval town. Another shows a 
crowd of people ig costumes of the Watteau style 
ata fair. The only work in the collection which 
is not by a French artist is a painting by Volken- 
berg of a| Dutch peasant woman dressing her 
child,

Philip Gilber$ Hamerton, editor of the 
Portfolip, has beég-taking John Ruskin to task 
for his extravagant condemnation of Constablo’s 
pictures publishéd in the Contemporary.

The next day’s news was to the effect that 
the Brazilian authorities had entered into 
negotiations with Admiral Mello. The dis- 
patches added the comforting assurance that 
this hero would undoubtedly be satisfied with 
nothing short of an unconditional surrender 
of the City of Rio. If he did not get that, he 
would certainly lay it waste. 


The origin of al) this trouble lies a consider- 
abie distance back in the history of Brazil. 
Indeed, it goes further back than the down- 
fall of the empire, for had not that empire 
fallen Peixoto never would have become 
President. In November, 1889, in the brief 
space of five days, the Empire of Brazil be- 
came the United States of Brazil. Dom 
Pedro and his imperial family accepted the 
situation and left the country, and the new 
order had entered upon what seemed 
tobe an endless vista of peace and pros- 
perity. The ostensible cause cf this re- 
markable revolution was a plain, every- 
day conspiracy, arranged by a small number 
of army officers who objected to the an- 
noun purpose of the ministry to send them 
to distant and unhealthful posts. The navy 
appeared to have joined in the movement, 
simply out of sympathy with the arnyy. 

A special correspondent of the New York 
Times made a thorough investigation of the 
causes which really led to the downfall! of the 
empire, and he found that the military con- 
spiracy was merely an outward result of 
secret convulsions. Dom Pedro I. had begun 
his reign by adopting, on the advice of his 
father, Dom Joao VI., an extremely liberal 
policy. Heabolished the hereditary aristoc- 
racy in @ summary manner, such asthe, Irish 
home rulers would now like to adopt fm En- 

land. He created a strung Legislature, and, 
n short, assured the Brazilians all the rights 
and immunities of free citizens. Dom Pedro 
I., however, did not succeed in making him- 
self popular with all parties, and the opposi- 
tion developed sufficient strength to compel 
him to abdicate in 1831 in favor of the un- 
fortunate Dom Pedro II. 


This monarch, who was most liberal, reigned 
fifty years,in the course of which the demo- 
cratic movement in Brazil constantly gained 
opens In 1834 he granted the provinces of 
1is empire their own Legislatures, which were 
authorized to manage nearly all local matters. 
Certain important matters of general interest 
continued to be in the contr >! of the central 
power at the Capital. In 1871 the Empire of 
Brazil proclaimed that thenceforward and 
forever all children born of slave mothers 
within its borders were free. But on May 13, 
1888, the movement toward freedom resulted 
in the passage of a law wiping out slavery 
altogether. These laws were enacted while 
the Emperor was in Europe, and received the 
imperial signature of Princess Isabel, who 
was acting as Regent on both occasions. 

It is hardly wong to point out to the 
studert of history fact that such steps 
were asa matter. of course bringing Brazil 
closer and closer to republiean ideas. There 
has been a vast amount of discussion, as to 
whether the Emperor and his daughter saw 
the signs of the times and felt that no mon- 
archy could thrive so near the United States 
unless it was a most liberal one, or whether 
they were actuated by a sincere desire t» con- 
fer upon their countrymen the blessings of 
civil liberty without considering the possible 
consequences to themselves. Certain it is 
that thoughtful Brazilians began to entertain 
ideas of a republic, and there were open pre- 
dictions that should Donna, Isabel: again as- 
cend the throne her oceupancy would come 
to a sudden and significant termination. 


The Princess herself was not overpopular, 
while her husband, a Frenchman, the Count 
d’Eu, grandson of Louis Philippe, was de- 
cidedly unpopular. When Isabel signed the 
law of emancipation, an act which in the 
American mind entitles her to the highest 
honor, she brought down upon herself the 
hatred of the slave-owners, who, through their 
wealth and social positaon, formed the most 
influential class in Brazil. Moreover, the gen- 
eral expectation that the depression caused by 
the emancipation and the transformation of 
slaves into paid workingmen would be speed- 
ily offset by a tremendous inflow of immi- 
grants and a consequent period of general

In the Rua Ouvidor men 
said that the Minister of Marine had been 
shot by an army officer, and that troops were 
under arms in the Praca de Acclamacao.

haps the army will declare the republic.”’ 

What had really happened? The Ninth 
Battalion had beeg ordered aboard a transport 
without arms or ammunition. The officers 
and men had at once refused to go, had 
equipped themselyes with arms and ammuni- 
tion, and had marched out of their barracks. 
Later the ministry assembled at the War De- 
partment. After a serious conference it was 
determinéd to land the naval forces from the 
warships in the harbor, call out the fire 
brigade and all the police, and compel the 
Ninth Battalion to obey orders. The firemen 
were under military discipline but without 
arms. They marched into the square before 
the War Department.and were amet sur- 
rounded by the First, Seventh, an Tenth 
Battalions of infantry already there. The 
police came, armed with rifles, and were 
drawn up outside. The naval forces arrived 
next, with rifles and two Gatlinys. 

**In the meantime,” wrote a special corre- 
spondent in his graphic story, ‘' Field Mar- 
shal Deodoro da Fonseca, the General of the 
Army, with his staff, arrived on the scene. 
He was received with cheers by the troops. 
He issued orders for the First and Ninth Regi- 
ments of cavalry to report to him immediate- 
ly. There wasa quiet conference with the 
commanders of the marines, Capts. Osta and 
Pestana. The cavalry regiments baving re- 
ported, the combined army and naval forces 
numbered about 2,500 men. 

**Gen. Deodoro da Fonseca, after his con- 
ference with the commanders of the naval 
forces, at once issued an order for the arrest 
of the Ministers then in the War Depatt- 
ment. Different officers proceeded with 
files of soldiers to execute the order. When 
Batav Ladario, Minister of Marine, was 
summoned to surrender, he drew a re- 
volver and attempted to fire at the officer, 
but the pistol missed fire, whereupon the 
officer shot him in the groin, and two other 
shots were fired by some of the soldiers, and 
one struck the Barao on the head with his 
sword. At the time it was supposed that the 
Burao was killed, and he was borne toa 
friend’s house.’”’ He, however, recovered. 

* After being arrested, the members of the 
Ministry asked permission to telegraph their 
resignations to the Emperor, at Petropolis, 
which was granted, They stated in their tele- 
gram that, being in the power of the naval 
and military forces, whose officers had re- 
fused to obey orders, they returned their 
portfolios and asked his Majesty to come in 
person to Rio de Janeiro.”’ 

Gen. da Fonseca and his most efficient 
allies, Quintino Bocayuva, Ruy Barbosa, and 
Benjamin Constant telho de Magathaes, 
held a conference and decided to proclaim the 
republic at once. The announcement was 
forthwith made to the troops, and the officers 
led the nen in shoutmg “ Viva Republica !”’ 

Then the General marched with his troops 
to the space in frg@nt of the Custom-House, 
the troops deploying along the street of the 
Pirst of March. | officers and soldiers 
filled the air with Vivas, but the people gen- 
erally iooked dazed. The General with 
Bocayt 1, editor of O Paiz, and Maga‘haes, 
went into the offi¢e of the newspaper and 
formulated a provisional government, in 
which Fonseca asstmed the title of Chief of 
the Executive Power.

WORLD’S REAL ESTATE CONGRESS, 


Attendance of 1,000 Accredited Delegates 
‘Is Expected. 

The World’s Real Estate Congress, which 
is tobe heldin the Art Institute beginning 
Monday, Oct. 23, promises to be @ success. 
Itis estimated that 1,000 accredited dele- 
gates will be present. The Executive com. 
mittee in charge of the congress includes 
Malcolm McNeill, E.S. Dreyer, William A. 
Bond, Willis G. Jackson, Dunlap Smith, 
James B. Galloway, E. F. Getchell, Henry 
L. Turner, L. <A. Seebetger, and 
D. H. Lamb. A meeting of this committee 
will beheld early this week at which a pro. 
gram will be outlined. 

The congress in this city will be of wider 
scope than that planned for St. Paul, which 
was postponed. Direct results of the con- 


gress are looked for along the line 
of uniformity in the various States of 
Union in laws relating to 


real estate transfers. The Torrens system of 
land transfer will come up for discussion and 
will probably claim much of the time of the 
congress. Lists of delegates from various 
cities have been received by the secretary, 
Mr. Lamb, and real estate men everywhere 
appear to be enthusiastic over the matter, 


WORK OF BUILDING SOCIETIES, 


Do They Actually Promote the Owning of 
Homes ? 

The investigation whose results will consti- 
tute the eighth annual report of the Depart- 
ment of Labor will be that on building and 
loan associations. These associations repre- 
sent so much invested capital, whieh finds no 
record on the Stoek Exchange or in the 
banks, that they form an important part of 
our commercial and financial system and it 
has long been an ambition of Col, Wright 
to make a thorough report upon their methods 
and their success. It is estimated that they 
havea net surplus fund of $500,000,000, 
and that more than six thousand associations 
exist in the United States. The investigation 
discloses a growing tendency to loan money 
to outside capitalists-in sums of $50.000, 
more or less, instead of confining the loans 
to the members of the associations. These 
outside loans are only made where the money 
is not needed by the members, but the ac- 
cumulating surplus supplies the associations 
with more money than thé members can 


readily use. One of the questions 
to which Col. Wright is specially 
directing his inquiry is whether 


the associations have actually promoted the 
building of homes. While this would be their 
naturai tendency according to the idea of 
their founders, he has not yet received the in- 
formation which warrants a final judgment 
upon the question. He is convinced, however, 
that the associations are. a much greater 
stimulus to permanent saving than the savings 
banks, because of the spirit of codperation 
and esprit de corps which lead the members 
to retain their membership instead of with- 
drawing their funds and putting them to 
other uses, as they might do if they were sim. 
ply on deposit in a bank with which they 
d no connection except as depositors. Col, 
Wright hopes to be able to transmit this re- 
port to Congress next spring.—Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, 


ENGLISH LOAN ASSOCIATIONS, 


Over 35,000 Societies in Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

From the reports ot the Registrars of 
Friendly Societies recently issued, -covering 
friendly societies, industrial and provident 
societies, and trades unions, it appears that 
these branches of thrift are extending to 
enormous dimensions. The aggregafe insti. 
tutions of all kinds. in England and Wales 
number 83,004, with 9,911,781 members, 
and funds to the extent of £04,321,269. 
There is thus an average of nearly £10 for

Attorney-General Moloney has rendered 
a number of o eevee regarding the conduct 
of building and loan associations which have 
been commented ‘on favorably by building 
and loan people. ‘They will restrict officials 
of many local asseciations, but in the main 
will tend to protect the interests of stock- 
holders. In one of thedecisions Mr. Moloney 
holds that where the officers of a building and 
loan association refuse to permit the auditor 
or his deputy to inspect their books, as pro- 
vided by statute, there is sufficient cause for 
the Attorney-General to institute proceedings 
for the forfeiture of the charter of such asso- 
ciation. This applies to a Chicago associa- 
tion, the Secretary of which recently declined 
to submit the hooks for inspection. The 
Attorney-General also rendered an opinion 
touching the character of the by-laws of 
building and Joan associations. The 
Teachers’ Building and Loan Association of 
Chicago enacted a set of by-laws which pro- 
vided for the issue of preferred stock, paid 
up stock, interest-bearing stock. and deposit 
stock, and submitted the by-laws to the Attor- 
ney-General for af opinion as to their validi- 
ty. He holds that there is no law in the State 
authorizing the issue of such stock and that 
the by-laws are void. Another of the opin- 
ions rendered holds that a homestead and loan 
association in loaning moneyon real estate 
has no right to assume the payment of a prior 
mortgage upon the land taken as security and 
that any agreement to assume a prior mort- 
gage is void, 


The Railway Ebaployt Industrial Union 
of this city, which is operated under a Kentucky 
charter, claims to be exempt from the law re- 
agro rding the gperate of foreign national build- 

associations Illinois. The Auditor of 
State had had demanded that the/Union make a de- 
posit of $100.000 if it desires to continue busi- 
ness. The union has a paid-up capital stock of 
$100,000 and claims exemption.

The relative merits‘and failings of the vast 
that America’s schools and colleges 
have sent to the Fair may be left to school 
men to discuss. There are doubtless 
many lessons which educators have learned 
from it to instill in turn into younger minds. 
the average visitor does not make a care- 
study of it. He turns from the neatly 
written exercises of the common schools, 
from Harvard’s scientifically arranged dis-

| Edacation in Japan. 
“The exhibit of the Japanese Department of 
Education is found in three different parts.of 
| the Manufactures and Liberal Arts Building. 
_ Technical and university education are repre- 
_ ” tented by some very fine exhibits in the rear 
@ westend of the section devoted to manu- 
factures on the main floor, near the north end 
of the building. In the southeast section of} 
the gallery isa small space given up to the 
exhibits of colleges (agricultural, dendro- 
logical, commercial, musical, etc.), while in 
. the southwestern corner of the gallery may be 
found a section containing exhibits of kinder- 
gartens, elementary schools, middle schools, 
Rormal schools (for both sexes), schools for 
deaf, dumb, and: blind, girls’ schools, etc. 
i they form a most admirable and 
praiseworthy exhibit. 
It is rather necessary to preface my consid-

The 
following, by a youth in the Fourth or Fifth 
Reader, is a fair sample interesting, not 
only as ** English as she is wrote,” but also as 
foik-lore: 

The mountain Taihei. 8th in July. There are 
three high mountains in Akita: namely, Chokai, 
Moriyoshi, and Taihei, of which the last is lowest 
but most remarkable. If you look out in the 
northern sky through a window, you should see 
that most remarkable mountain. It has many 
deep valleys and is covered with thick forests. 
How murh pleasant you would be to climb up 
that mountain to its top in summer days! I have 
ever heard that there is a lightning-rod on the 
highest peak where the shrine of Miyoshi is 
standing on. According to the story current in 
Akita, there appeared Miyoshi god on the cloud 
above the mountain with two large cannon in 
his hands, and scattered a fleet of Chinese pi- 
rates, and saved the inhabitants on shore from 
their devastation. Thus the people of Akita have 
used to worship the god on the mountain.

The development and the trend of female 
education in Japan may be learned: from 
what has already been said and also from the 
course of study, the rules and regulations, and 
various charts and diagramé, all of which are 
on exhibition. The excellent accommoda- 
tions with which the Higher Female Normal 
School is favored may bé@ seen from the 
models of wooden and bamboo chairs, desks, 
tables, firebox, ete... The necessity of educat- 
ing the Japanese en, Who are to be the 
mothers of the coming generation, is fully 
recognized, and while there has been a nat- 
ural reaction against the excessively Ameri- 
canizing and Europeanizing methods of edu- 
cation, the *‘ golden mean ’”*is sure to be at- 
tained in the near future, 

Statistics may not be int@resting, but they 
are often instrictive and therefore have a 
proper place in the exhibit, which contains 
maps, charts, and diagra of educational 
facts. These stow in Japan (in 1891) almost 
25,000 public schools and more than 2,500 
private schools, of which about 27,000 are 
elementary schools. Of the public, or gov- 
ernmental, institutions there are forty-nine 
norma! schools, fifty-two middle sehools, eight 
female higher schools, twenty-eight special 
schools, twenty-six miscellapeous schools, 102 
kindergartens, and one uSiversity—the im- 
perial, at Tokyo. The private gchools are 
mostly miss onary enterprises, and include 
one university—the Doshisha, at Kyoto, From 
1878 to 1891 the per cent of actual pupils to 
the school population has igcreased from 28 
to 50—males from 35 to 66, females from 15 
to 32, 4

Place Music Holds. 

The music and musical schools of Japan 
are not without representation at the World’s 
Fair. There is an extensive collection of 
musical instruments of all kinds. The moat 
elegant article, however, is an organ made of 
exquisitely-carved ebony, which smacks of 
Anglicised Japan. 

The technical schools of Japan, if they are 
to be judged by their exhibits down-stairs at 
the rear of the Japamese pavilion, have cer- 
tainly proven their right of existence. The 
TokyoTechnical School the Engineering De- 
partment of the Imperial University, and the 
Female Industrial School, are well repre- 
sented. The models and the drawings are 
first-class and well exhibit the delicate skill 
and accuracy of theJapanese. The specimens 
of weaving, painting, carving, gold lacquer- 
ing, relief work, silk thread dyeing, clay 
works, téols, instruments, machines, swords, 
etc., elicit great praise, The drawing, paint- 
ing, sewing, crocheting, embroidery, dolls, 
fans, artificial flowers, etc., from the Female 
Industrial School deserve special mention. 

The Tokyo Fine Art School is also repre- 
sented here with excellent specimens of work 
in carving on enamel and wood and of print- 
mg. There is one wall-banner which has'in it 
the suggestions of folk-lore, and is quite cu- 
rious. It is the picture of a being, with 
crooked toes and fingers, seated on a rock. 
With the breath of his mouth he is waftinga 
man up the mountain. What it means no 
one seems to know. ; 

That stenography has made itself useful in 
Japan is evident from the exhibit of the 
method of publishing the reports of the ses- 
sions of the Imperial Diet. The Imperial 
University is represénted by a plan 
of its buildings and a__ collection 
of insects by a pupil in the Sci- 
ence College. ‘The use of meteorology 
is attested by a number of maps. An inter- 
esting diagram shows that between 1875 and 
1891 the number of publications, books, 
maps, etc.,-increased from 300 to 22,000 and 
the number of copyrights grew from 750 to 
3,600. 

It is generally acknowledged that a nation's 
progress in civilization is best illustrated and 
proven by its progress in education, by the 
extent and intent of the educational facilities 
offered to the people. By such a standard the 
Japanese ought to be judged, and, being 
judged by the quantity and quality of the edu- 
cational work, New Japan deserves hearty 
praise for what has been accomplished, 
earnest encouragement tor what is being 
done, and sincere faith in what is yet to come. 

In Egypt’s Corner. 

A swing across the galleries from Japan and 

one comes upon on educational exhibit under 


a big lettered word whith, as pointing to any- 
thing educational, is a complete surprise. The 
big sign reads ‘“Egypt.”’ And it doesn’t point 
to nothing, either—as the boy said. It’s hard 
to realize for the average American that 
there’s such a thing as schools hidden away 
in .dark, silent, musty old Egypt. 
But this exhibit shows that there are. 
The display is from’ the Khedive’s schoo: at 
Cairo. And the first thing that one brushes 
against is a book or heavily covered folio by 
14-year-old boys of—no one could guess what 
in @ month—translations into En- 
glish of American Third Reader 
tales that had been placed in the boys’ hands 
printed in Egyptian. The writing is big and 
boyish, but quite good, about what second- 
year pupils in American public schools do. 
The letters in many words are nearly an inch 
long and half an inch wide, but clear and reg- 
ular in formation. At the top and to one cort- 
ner of the first page is the name and year 
of school of the pupil. The small 
boy who has the honor to have 
his translation appear first in the 
folio is Abulaziz Rafat. Abulaziz, the note 
at the top says, was in his fourth school year’ 
when he made the translation, and that was 
in the first part of this year. There are 
large quantities of these manuscripts show- 
ing translations and always into En- 
glish. This is meant doubtful asa graceful 
compliment to America. But translating is 
plainly not all that the school children of the 
Nile can do and do well. Other folios con- 
tain drawings are extremely well done 
and of a wide ra of subjects, including 
about. everything which school children the 
world over draw. 

A good display of Arabic caligraphy is in- 
cluded in the exhibit, also some good mechan- 
ical and architectural drawings, the latter 
from the technical school 
There are also shown iron machine 
parts made by pupils in the Khedive’s 
schoot. The peculiar interest attaching to 
this comparatively small exhibit*causes it to be 
much visited and long-studied, especially by 
people engaged in educational work. 


Among Russian Schools, 


One would know Russia’s educational ex- 
hibit even if he couldn’t see the sign or flag. 
There is something characteristically severe 
non it. This is somehow emphasized by 

fact that every now and then one runs up 
against a dummy soldier of the Czar. The ex- 
hibit is nearly all in Russian, so to 
speak. There are lots of books, massive 
and small, and any quantity gt pam phlets— 
all in the Russian language.* There are sev- 
eral finely done and very interesting raised- 
work pictures showing how they carry the 
mails in the land of eternal snow, on sledges 
drawn by horses and on men’s backs.

This display is marvelous in its scope and 
quality and reflects great credit on the educa- 
tional advancement of Japan. The speci- 
mens of woods and insects, the models of 
numerous articles, even of fruits and flowers, 
the extensive exhibit of kindergarten sup- 
plies of all kinds, together with many speci- 
mens of excellent work—all these. show clear- 
ly how thoroughly Froebel’s ideas have been 
incorporated into Japan’s educational system. 

Among the kindergarten exaibits in an ap- 
pliqué picture illustrating a game for the 
children. The explanation accompanying it 
is interesting, not merely as an explanation, 
but also as a specimen of Japanesque English. 
It is herein reproduced verbatim :

The display of scientific instruments used 
in the schools; of stuffed birds and other zo- 
ological as well as of botanical and geological 
specimens; of porcelain decorated by pupils 
of elementary schools; of articles made from 
wood in normal schools; of the tools and in- 
struments employed in handiwork; of the 
samples of knitting, sewing, and other needle- 
work; of cocoons and silk from female 
schools—all these show that science is not 
taught in theory only, but in practical appli- 
cation, and that many “fads,” but very im- 
portant ones in that country, have a leading 
place in the educational system of Japan. 
The ceiling of this booth, by the way, is 
formed by pieces of raw materials and arti- 
cles of woman’s manufacture, such as amulet 
bags, ornaments, etc. 

That the education of the blind, the deaf, 
and the dumb is not neglected in Japan is 
shown by a wonderful exhibit. This includes 
pictures of the yarious occupations of the 
blind; a chart of the point system used there, 
with specimens of paper-point, wooden-point, 
and raised letters, an abacus for the blind, 
and specimens of good work in joinery, carv- 
ing, painting, engraving, etc. 

The common middle schools or high schools, 
of which there is onein each prefecture, are 


most out of those resources. Four such 
schouls—at Tokyo, Sapporo, Osaka, and Miy- 
agi—have exhibits, and eg Iwate Farmers’ 
Institute is also represen in the southeast 
gallery. The display includes woods, plants, 
seeds, turpentine, camphor, resin, sodium, 
charcoal, cocoons, silk, ,wool, rice, beans, 
peas, and other vegetables, various botanical 
specimens, numerous photographs, and twen- 
ty pictures illustrating the transportation of 
timber from the Kiso forest. In a glass case 
containing models of fruits are also found 
physiological models and specimens of work 
done in medical schools. 

There are in Japan five public higher mid- 
dle schools or colleges. These are at Tokyo, 
Sendai, Kyots, Kanazawa, and Yamaguchi. 
The work of these is displayed in photo 
graphs, calendars, and examination papers. 
Of the latter some lengthy theses on “ Eur 
ropean and Japanese Feudalism” seem quite 
formidable and remarkable. 

In the same room a number of screens, 
painted with symbolic pictures of various 
sports and amusements of ancient times, will 
surely attract attention, as will also a picture 
ofa dance. : 

The Japanese are not fitted by natural 
temperament for mercantile life. In some 
localities probabiy the old contempt for 
merchants, who were ranked fourth in the 
social scale, below the knights, the farmers, 
and the artisans, lias not yet died out, though 
it is passing away. In view of these consider- 
ations and Japan’s insular situation, so well 


num ber of merchants is increasing, and that in- 
struction in buiiness methods has been found 
necessary.

Another picture in which the point of sight 
is opposite the sunlight is Hans Bohrdt’s 
**Hamburg Pilots.’’ The pilots are in a boat 
in the foreground, rowed by a party of stal- 
wart sailors. Between them and the horizon 
there looms up a ship of the whaler type under 
full sail. 

Prof. Carlos Grethe in his “ Last Chance” 
depicts a party of sailors preparing to lower a 
boat into a rough sea. [he composition is 
spirited and the painting is well executed. 

Two excellent coast scenes that are not 
unlike in the choice of subject are Karl 
Bohme’s picture “ View from the Lighthouse 
at Skomvaer” and Willy Hamacher’s *‘Rocky 
Coast.”’ 

Prof. Schonleber’s ‘‘ High Tide”’ presents a 
part of a harbor in which some fishing boats 
are lying protected by a stone pier over which 
fierce waves are dashing. 

A. Normann, who is also represented in the 
Norwegian section, has exhibited a picture of 
the coast of a fiord. The stony beach in the 
foreground is in shadow and offers a strong 
contrast to the brilliant colors of the sunlight 
on the distant cliffs. To these pictures which 
depict the sea in various moods may 
added ©. Hochhaus’ view of a navy-yard 
thronged with workmen where the construc- 
tion of H. M.S. Oldenburg is in progress, 
and Paul Hoecker’s —— ny. sailors 
on the gun-deck of H. M. S. utschland 
cleaning and polishing their rifles.

Albert Maignan exhibits two pictures in the 
French section in which he shows a poetic 
conception of what is fabled to exist at the 
bottom of the sea and incidentally displays 
his power asa colorist. In the “ Birth of the 
Pearl’’ he shows a nude female figure reclin- 
ing in a great shell reaching up to embrace 
another figure which seems to be diving down 
from above. ‘ The Siren’s Couch” is away 
beneath the green depths half hidden among 
theseaweed and surrounded by anemones, 
pearly shells, and coral. 

E. Duez has a small painting of a bit of 
the sea seen from the coast at sun- 
set and another in which he has 
introduced a ‘igure of Christ walking 
on the water before the astonished apostles 
who are crowding to the edge of the boat. 


The criticism has already been made on the . 


picture that at the place where Christ is walk. 
ing there appear breakers, which would indi- 
cate shoal water, 

Mme. Elodie LaVillette has shown in her 
picture, ** The Sea at Porte Blanc, Quiberon,”’ 
a rough sea with the waves breaking upon a 
rocky coast, painted forcibly and simply. 

In E. Rosset Granger’s “A Stray’ the 
nude figure of a woman is shown cast upon 
the beach by the waves. The drawing of the 
figure is admirable, but it is of an unpleasant 
purple color which fails to suggest nature. 

The peculiar .effect of the mistral wind 
blowing on the sea is admirably shown in a 
picture of a harbor by Frangois Nardi. J.B, 
Oliver’s “Isle of Maire” has something 
strange and unreal in the contrast of the bare. 
yellow land and the deep blue of the water 
and the apparent lack of scale in the size of 
the ships and the land. 

E. Morlan aud A, Berthelemy have depicted 
the same locality in their pictures of the 
breakers rolling in against asteep chalk cliff. 
In Morlan’s picture, which is entitled a 
“* Struggle for Life,’ a party of sailors are 
pulling in a lifeboat. .

In the Austrian section there are two fine 
paintings of the sea at sunset. In both the 
artist, Benes Knuepfer,/has shown a poetic 
appreciation ofethe beauty and grandeur of 
the sea. In has shown that the poetic 
inspiration was the essential one in the pict- 
ure by introducing the figures of two tritons 
‘or mermen struggling with each other in the 
rolling breakers, while a mermaid  serted on 
a rock awaits the result impassively, some- 
what as a hen waterhes two cocks fighting for 
her. In the other picture by Knuepfer there 
are no mythical figures; simply a strip of 
cloudy sky filled with the copper-colored 
light of the setting. sun, a broad expanse of 
moving’ waves. and a rocky shore; ‘ The 
Eternal Siren”’ is the title given this picture. 

A smal] picture by Florian Weisinger shows 
t as it fails 
upon’a group of women washing clothes along 
the shore. 

The “Vision,” by Gustav Wertheimer, 
shows a sailor leaning over the side of a boat, 
where a siren glides with outstretched arms 
to receive him. The idea is tic, but fails 
to impress one on account unsatisfactory 
technique and drawing. 

Another work which might properly be 
classed among the marine painti 8 of this 
section is ‘Never Back!” by Julius von 
Payer, which depicts an incident of an arctic 
expedition sent out by the Austrian Govern- 
ment under Weyprecht and Payer in 1872.

In the Belgian section there are but few 
marines, properly speaking. Isadore Verhey- 
den is represented here by a vigorously 
painted picture showing a party of shrimpers 
wading through heavy surf pushing their 
shrimping net before them, The surf is muddy 
and discolored from the constant churning 
of the breakers.

In his large picture of Columbus on 
the deck of the Santa Maria surrounded by 
his mutinous crew during a violent storm he 
shows a strongly theatrical arrangement and 
some wondertully clever painting, but the 
ray of sunlight which strikes the group in the 
stern of the vessel & green wuve beyond 
is too fanciful and untruthful to be regarded 
as anything more than a Obit of 
artistic charlatanism.

The farmer 
who. has seen a robin destroy a straw- 
berry is ready to swear that the whole 
race of robinsiscorrupt.- He makes a mistake, 
and the only person who can prove it to him 
is the man who has killed many robins and 
from a microscopic examination of their 
stomachs has found that their food is almost 
wholly composed of inj us insecta. By a 
little multiptication he show the farmer 
that if the robing and other insectivorous 
birds were all dead fruit would stand a poor 
show. The practical illustration convinces 
the farmer and the old shotgun is no longer 
directed against song birds.’

By far the greater number 
shown are inhabitants of the United States 
durin a whole or part of the year, though 
birds from other ceuntries, even to the far 
Indies, are not wanting. It js a bit aad to say 
that this exhibit is.logked upon largely by the 
passing thousands as being ornamental only 
—a sort of a government millinery show. If 
naturalists worked for anything -but sheer 
love of work an hour at the ornitholog- 
ical exhibit at the Fair might well make them 
at outs with the fruits of their labors. Hours 
are often spent afield with gan and glass in 
wake of a flock of birds 0, + their every 
movement ma BEAL noted, T or 
ing of their |} ta the one as t 
other, the way. of feeding, the food itself, 
the gait, whether it be a hop, a walk 
or a run—all these and a hundred othe 
joints of deep interest are learned by 
eart in a& double sense. When it becomes 
the naturalist’s duty to teach others, he has 
to kill, and then the reaults of his field 
notes are Bhown in the perfection of the 
mounting of his specimens.

A red-shouldered hawk witha stomach full 
of crop-injuring vermin that he has done the 
farmer the favor tekillis lucky if he escapes 
from the scene of his labors with askin free 
from shot holes. Our red-shouldered friend 
eats a chicken occasionally and for this he 
suffers, though in the long run_he does ten 
times more good than harm. The same thing 
is true of the red-tailed hawk (Buteo Bo- 
realis) and of the sparrow hawk, and in fact, 
of most. of the hawks and 0of 
the great family of owls as _ well, 
A good word had been said for the hawks as 
a family, but of course there mustbe one to 
prevent establishing of a rule might 
stand without exceptions. Cooper's hawk is 
the black bird of the flock. ‘“ Accipiter 
ri,’ the ornithologist calls him.

nce there were millionsof these birds which 
now may be counted as individuals, Their 
flocking proclivities caused their destruction. 
One of the best groups in existence is shown 
in the Smithsonian exhibit. The birds with 
the brightness of their plumage preserved are 
feeding in an oak tree top upon their favorite 
food, the acorn. 
It was currently believed until recently that 
the American flamingo built a h nest so 
that the bird which has the longest kind of 


| legs could straddle the nest and hatch its 


youngin comfort. Investigation has shown, 
however, that the bird folds up its limbs like 
its smaller sisters and puts them on the nest. 
The height of the nest is a safeguard against 
water and the natural enemies of the bird. 

There are hundreds of birds to be seen at 
the Fair. Only a few have been mentioned. 
Everyone should makeita point to see the 
birds understandingly and find out what they 
are dding for the human family. Then peo- 
ple will learn to watch them inthe field; A 
bird will no longer be simply “‘ a little brown 
bird,” but its nameand the difference between 
it ome other little brown birds will become fa- 
miliar.

There are several examples 
of footwear known to be 4,000 years old. 
The collection also shows what was not before 
known, that shoes with buttons were worn 
from 2,500 to 3,000 yearsago. An illustra- 
tion showing one of these old shoes with three 
buttons is now framed, and hangs near & sew- 
ing-machine which is in daily operation, 
on which an operator has performed the won- 
derful feat of makimg 1,000 complete button 
holes in an hour.

Sixteen Men and Their Most Prominent 
Trait as Viewed by Stoddard=Each Pos- 
sesses Some Point to Which All Others 
Are Subsidiary and to Which the Great- 
est Measure of Success Is Due—Armour, 


Pullman, and Field of Chicago Men Are 
Portrayed=They Stand 4n Front Rank, 
New Yorx, Sept. 28.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—The most interesting men in the 
world are those who have accomplished some- 
thing during the course of their lives, no mat- 
ter in what direction their accomplishment, 
whether in literature, art, science, or states- 
manship. Therefore the present Scribner's 
new series, ‘‘ Men of Achievement,”’ is pretty 
sure to have a wide reading. The initial vol- 
ume of the series is devoted to “‘ Men of Bus- 
iness.” Other volumes of the series that will 
be published in October are “ Explorers and 
Travelers,”’ by Gen. A. W. Greely; “ States- 
men,” by Noah Brooks, and “‘ Inventors,”’ by 
Philip G. Huhert Jr. It is with Mr. Stod- 
dard’s book that I have to dealin this letter. 
In his ‘preface Mr. Stoddard says that ‘ the 
materials for these biographical studies have 
been obtained, as far as possible, from orig- 
inal sources, including valuable data never 


| before printed, With a large majority of the 


men selected. the author has been personally 
acquainted, and has drawn them from the 
life.’ The selection, we are told in a circu- 
lar, has been made “partly as a study of 
some dominant characteristics ’’ connected 
with the men who are sketched. They are

If “ livesof great men all remind us we 
can make our lives sublime,”’ so lives of busi- 
ness-men should remind us that we can make 
ourselves rich if—but there’s the rub—we 
have the necesgary qualifications. Mr. Stod- 
dard leads off with John Jacob Astor, “ the 
fourth son of the highly respected village 
butcher of Waldorf,"’ whose search for the 
golden fleece he thinks quite as romantic as 
that of Jason. Young Astor, he tells us, felt 
himself capabié of better things than “ sup- 
plying sausages and the like to a frugal and 
unambitious neighborhood,” so he turned his 
back upon the little German town of Waldorf 
and went first to London and then to New 
York. He had a brother in the firm of 
Broadwood, the famous pianomakers ofa 
century ro and that is probably why he 
came to this country with a.stock of musical 
instruments. Asfaras I can judge there is 
no-very *“* new material” in the chapteron 
the-founder of the American branch of the 
Astor ross 

Mr. Stoddard writes *‘ competition ’’ by the 
side of the late Cornelius Vanderbilt’s name. 
but it seems tome that there was quite as 
much of romance in his career as in that of 
John Jacob Astor. Asfor ‘‘ competition,” is 
not that the life of all trade? In the little 

roup of ** speculators, financiers, and money- 

ings”’ that was conspicious in New York 
nearly half a century o was Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, whom Mr. Stoddard describes as: 

“Towering among them like Saul above 
his brethren, the most dramatic figure of them 
all, but without knowi it, was one tall, 
broad-shouldered, muscular form which re- 
mained upon the field of battle after most of 
the others had passed away. In fact, it still 
remains, and cannot even yet pass out of the 
minds of men; for Cornelius Vanderbilt was 
in many respects the most remarkable man 
of business yet developed in the long, stormy 
fermentations of American business affairs.” 

Armour, Pullman, and Field. 

Chicago is represented in Mr. Stoddard’s 

book by three successful business-men—Philip 


Danforth Armour, ag Mortimer Pullman, 
and Marshall Field. Of Mr. Armour Mr. 


| Stoddard speaks in flattering terms, and of 


his career says that it ‘‘ would read like a 
romance if it were not so deeply marked with 
common sense and so utterly devoid of any- 
thing erratic.” 

Mr. Armour’s family, we are told, is of 
Scotch descent and had been among the early 
settlers of New land. Philip’s. father re- 
moved to New York, where he bought a farm 
in Madison County, and where the now mill- 
ionaire was a “‘chore-boy.’’ His parents were 
no ordinary people, and his mother was a 
thorough-going won.an of business. Philip’s 
education, begun at the district school, was 
finished at the Cazenovia Academy. Of this 

icturesque and interesting period in the boy’s 

ife his biographer says: 

He had already distinguished himself. among 
his playfellows as a boy of more than ordinary 

seengt® and courage. His brothers were 
very much like him in this respect, and their 
overfiowing animal spirits had not always been 
in perfect control when beyond the wholesome 
repression of their home government. One of 
them, next older than Philip, had managed to 
get himself into a boyish scrape at the academy, 
much to his father’s mortification, and Philip 
felt under a kind of bona for be- 
havior. It was true ® could 
not hel bei a leader amo the 
boys, but he woul have done very well if it had 
not been for one of the girls. It was but a boy’s 
romance, an innocent affair, that would have 
passed and left Jittle impression upen a weaker 
nature. To Philip, however, ik was something 
serious, and the otherwise probable course of his 
life was changed, He was only 17, tall and mus- 
cular for his age, and his mind also was ready 
for the powerful stimulus in this way given. He 
went home to tell his father that he would g> to 
school no more, and then he told hia mother that 
he was go to California to mine for gold, but 
neither of themthen knew precisely why he re- 
fused to return to Cazenovia. As for that matter, 
his brief courtship had indeed been a violation of 
the sociai laws the seminary, but not other- 
wise to the disadvantage of the two very young 
people engaged in it. 

Of this romanée Mr. Stoddard tells us more: 
When he left school Philip, still: a boy in his 
teens, walked across the continent to Cali- 
fornia that he might make a fortune and re- 
turn and marry his girl. The letters she 
wrote him never reached the mines, for those 
were days of uncertain mails, and when he re- 
turned with his kets full of money to visit 
his parents on farm life had taken on 
another aspect, for his early love had fled. 
Several years later he married another girl 
and she whose letters were lost a!so married 
in due course, but, says Mr. Stoddard: 
‘‘ Something of romance still attaches, on her 
account, to the remarkable career of the boy 
who broke the rules of school for her sake, 
walked across the continent that he might win 
he knew not what, and came back to find that 
nothing would induce him to settle in that 
neighborhood. It was too narrow for more 
reasons than one, but wide indeed was the 
other neighborhood into which he went out 
that he might organize in it, from the Atlantic 
shore to the lakes, and the Western plains and 
mountains, the business connections and suc- 
cess of the Armours.”’ 


Business in a Packing-House. 


Of the busineds methods of the Armours 
after they established their ‘“‘ packing-house ”’ 
in Chicago Mr. Stoddard says: 

* In every department of their business the 
widest liberality went hand in hard with the 
closest economy. Any hog, fur instance, 
might be a loosely going fellow up to the hour 
when he was sold to an agent of Mr. Armour. 
From that time onward he might as well have 
been one of the ts of a watch, so com- 
pletely systematic were all his movements 
until, in the forms given him at the packing- 
house, he was offered upon the market. Not 
an ounce of him for which science had discov- 
ered a use had been wasted on the way.”’ 

Of the Philip Armour of today Mr. Stod. 
dard says: *

The Municipal Council of Paris and the 
government are responsible for the pay of the 
police. The Sacialistic Council a few months 
ago voted an advance in the pay of the police- 
men, an advanee that averaged from $40 
to $60 a year, according to the rank occupied 
bY the guardian in the police force. As the 
Chamber is compelled to pay one-half of the 
advance, and a its attention has been turned 
to all points of the globe except to the city in 
which it sits, the worthy Deputies have nof 
yet felt the necéssity of modifying the present 
state of affairs. Soas far-as pecuniary re- 
muneration is concerned the policeman’s lot 
is, indeed, anything but a happy one. 

Policemen are continually risking their 
lives and generally have a hard time of it in 
the “eccentri¢é” quartérs of Paris, when the 


ingmen are on strike. In Belleville, Menil- 
montant, Montmartre, Frenelle, and Mont- 
parnasse it is quite an. extraordinary event 
when a meeting terminates in anything but a 
fight. Then the policeman generally receives 
a missile of some sort on his head. It requires 
a strong hand to hoist an Anarchist intoa 
police-wagon—a hermetically closed, dark- 
green wagon of immense size and having a 
most funereal air about it. 

M. Prudhomme is said one .day to have 
asked a policeman why there were so ‘many 
holidays in France which require so many 
guardians to do macy thereby giving an 
extra chance to rogues of all classes. But M. 
Prudhomme must have forgotten that a num- 
ber of prisoners are set free on such occasions 
and thaton July 14 and other holidays an 
arrest is rarely made. 

A Paris crowd is like a woman and it has a 
woman’s nerves, Anything that poe the 
eye, such as @ bright, shiny helmet, a sky 
blue tunic, or red breeches, is loved by the 
public. But the policeman, whose uniform 
differs so little from plain clothes, represents 
authority in its brutal form, and the crowd, 
consequently, dislikes him. Being the severe 
incarnation of justice and duty, being de- 
prived of all gaudiness, the crowd hisses him 
and beats him. And he, unfortunate being, 
must not complain but must be dumb, His 
life is anything but a merry one. When it is 
remembered how 300 policemen sayed Paris 
from the Commune in 1871, when after the 
defeat of the troops from. Versailles by the 
Communists the latter, 5,000 strong, were 
marching towards the capital and were met 
by a handful of guardians who rushed to the 
bridge of Sévres, stood there, and defeated 
thousands who were already drunk with vic- 
tory—when such episodes are remembered 
the policeman will be forgiven if, at times, he 
wishes for another revolution. On his long 
and dreary beat he thinks of the glorious 
times of the past, he asks for a chance to 
show his valor, he dreams of noble acts bein 
accomplished by the force until he is recall 
to his senses and sets his brain to work to find 
out how he will pay his rent. 


WHAT TORTURES THE FLESH CAN STAND 


Horrifying Tests Applied by a Fakir of 
Morocco. 

Westminster Gazette:. The management of 
the Aquarium at Westminster has the lauda- 
ble ambition to secure novelties, but that am- 
bition has overreached itself in engaging the 
‘invulnerable - fakir,”” Hadj Soliman ben 
Aissa. This young man’s performance is en- 
tirely unsuited fora public exhibitien, how- 
ever interesting it may be to scientists: So- 
nan is a pale-faced, muscular, French-speak- 
ing Arab, 28 years of age. and he is said to 
be a priest of the Aissa sect of Mohammed- 
ans. eoqneren he gave an exhibition of his 
powers to a y of medical and press men, 
and Mr. Kitchie made no secret of the fact 
that the salary paid to Solimah is one that 
some Cabinet Ministers might envy. 

The general appearance of the man in his 
Arab costume was picturesque, and his cast of 
countenance is ascetic. A brazier filled with 
burning charcoal stood ona table, and Soli- 
man, sprinkling some mysterious powder over 
the embers, inhaled the incense-scented fumes. 
He then went through the fakir dance, which 
consists of throwing the head backward and 
forward with such rapidity that it needs must 
be screwed on well. Telling his audience in 
excellent French that he was now insensible 
to pain, he ran a long needle thruugh the 
muscles of each arm, through each cheek. and 
through the throat below the Adam's apple. 
No blood came except at call, and the Arab 
did not wince in the least. 

Then a more objectionable “feat” was ac- 
complished. Soliman rana dagger into his 
abdomen—about the middle—fully three 
inches deep. This was enough for some of 
the audience, who left the hall. But there 
was more to follow. The Arab witha. thick 
needle pierced his tongue, the tongue being, 
of course, one of’ the most sensitive parts of 
the human body. The fakir next drew out 
his left eye, as far as it would go, with a 
dagger. A medical gentleman declared aft- 
erward that it was done by dislocation. The 
eyeball is an unlovely thing—at least those

eeps concealed—and the “feat” is as dis- 
gusting as it is, happily, uncommon. The 
curious thing about it was that there was no 
running of water, 

After this it seemed quite tame to see the 
man take out half a dozen vipers, brought 
from his native’ Morocco, and allow one of 
them repeatedly to bite his hand, The ven- 
omous creatures were a little larger than 
those one often encounters in this country. 
Pinally Soliman put his bared arm over a fire 
till the limb blackened and the audience 
cried, “* Hold, enough!” The flesh did not 
seem to scorch at all. Then there was a 
repetition of the dance, and the n went 
at such a pace that he fell forward. He 
dashed water over his head, breathed hard, 
and groaned, and made an exhausted bow to 
the audience. 

The medical committee was unanimous 
that the *‘ performance” was genuine, but no 
one attempted to polve the riddle, The most 
probable explanation that occurs is that the 
powder fumes serve ag an anesthetic.

A network of railways will soon be extended 
through Palestine, from Egypt to Damascus, 
the trains passing en route the tomb of Rachel 
and the tower of Ramleh, flying through Joppa 
and along the coast to Jerusalem, where there 
is a neat little station.

The Shukspearean impersonations of Henry 
Irving which niay be said to sweep the poet’s 


gamut, including as they do Shylock, Hamlet, : 


Benedick, Malyolio, Iago, and King Lear, 
may be prefaced with a few words about the 
classification of the plays. These plays are 
not classical in the sense that the French use 
the word, applymg it to the works of Cor- 
neille and Racine which observe the unities 
and follow throughout the Sophoclean model. 
Shakspeare is romantic—as romantic as Vic- 
tor Hugo, who in 1840 led the revolt against 
classicism in France. There are only a few 
classical dramas in our language, Addison’s 
“Cato” being perhaps the best. Sheridan 
Knowles’ “ Virginius”’ is the most re. 
cent approach to the style. One can- 
not conceive Henry Irving in the clas- 
sical drama; but he should be ranked 
as a romantic or Shakspearean actor. 
There is but one great Shakesperean character 
one would not wish to see him assume— 
‘“(Othello.”” He has not, one believes, the tem- 
peramental solidity for thie role; but his 
versatility in Shaksperean parts has been 
wider than any of his great predecessors, ex- 
cept perhaps David Garrick. He is not as 
explosive as certain great actors who have 
gone before him, but neither is our age as ex- 
plosive as the ages that preceded it. The 
nineteenth century produces a Richard Wag- 


ner, but it could not produce an Orpheus; it: 


producesa Henry Irving, but it could not 
produce a Roscius. The Roman actor had 
the habit of forgetting himself so dompletely 
that instead of pretending to kill a fellow ac- 
tor he occasionally killed him in earnest. 
The world has grown more reflective in this 
period of its existence. The great actor of 
today must be not only an actor (one who 
feels) but an attor-artist (one who thinks). 
He is not an emotional savage appealing to a 
number of emotional savages, but a thinking 
being appealing to persons who havea per- 
fect control of their feelings, who know the 
mechanics of illusion, and whose sensibilities 
are in subjection to their judgment.

QUEEN ELIZABETH’S WATCHES, 


She Had a Rare Collection, Only One of 
Which Is Now Identified. 

New York Collector: A curio dealer in this 
city, who drives an extensive trade with our 
aristocracy, offers for sale, amorg others not 
to say numberless precious rarities in his 
stock, a watch alleged to have been the prop- 
erty of Queen Elizabeth. Itis a quaint old 
bauble of its kind, in a gold case with enam- 
But 
none conversant with the style of work per- 
formed on such productions could possibly 
be deluded by the dealer’s descrip- 
tion. The watch really belongs to the mid- 
die of the seventeenth century, and not 
to the end of the sixteenth. These Elizabeth. 
an watches are a favorite vehicle of swindling 
with unscrupulous tradesmen in the rae 
nalia of the past. It is quite true that liza- 
beth, like*her rival, Mary, 
was a collector of watches. y were new 
toys in her time, and nerey teres 2d fashion- 
able, but they were so costly that great ladies 
and gentlemen only could afford luxury of 
one, and only Queens were able te go to the 
extent of a collection. It is certain, as far as 
Elizabeth is concerned, that very few.of her 
watches remain in existence today, and of 
these only a portion can be identified with any 
certainty. At any rate, no watch of the Vir- 

in Queen’s would ever find its way into the 

-y of ‘a New York bric-a-brac shark for 
Baie. 

We are historically informed that Queen 
Elizabeth ** may have purchased some of her 
watches,” but the fact seems'to be that they 
were all presented to her by her courtiers as 
bribes for royal favor.

In 
the same year also Mr. Edward 
Stafford gave her Ma‘-sty ‘a little clock 
of gold with a crystal, ,urnished with sparks 
of smail diamonds, sparks of rubies and 
sparks of emeralds, and furnished on the 
back side with other diamonds, rubies, and 
other stones of small value.” In the twenty- 
ninth year of her <p Thomas Knevett gave 
Elizabeth ‘* a small clock, the case gold enam- 
eled, with a small pearl.””

When winter comes and the vines lose their 
foliage and the fruit trees their leaves, when 
the gentle rain falls and the fresh green grass 
comes up, taking the place of the sunburnt 
sod which a long dry summer has made, jack 
rabbits appear ‘in large numbers. One would: 
suppose that to nibble the green grass would 


satisfy them, but they prefer.to nibble on the | 


bark of the young fruit tiees and the vine. It 
is a common thing to se@a-jack rabbit eating 
the bark off allaround ‘the base of a young 
tree. They prefera newly-planted tree ora 
young vineyard as the base of their operations 
of destruction, They come from no one 
knows where, and from everywhere. In size 
they are three times larger than the “ cotton- 
tail” rabbit. They secrete themselves very 
cleverly in thegrass and being so near the 
color of the ground ey are hard to detect. 
They lay close with rlong ears flat upon 
their backs until disturbed and one can al- 
most walk over them before they will move. 
They do not run over 150 yards when dis- 
turbed, but crouch and hide again until the 
coast is clear. Whole orchards are destroyed 
by them. When the vines commence to shoot 
forth their tender leaves they are nibbled off 
and every vestige of green that is visible is 
eaten. If one were to walk through a large 
vineyard it is possible that he would not see 
one rabbit although at the same time hun- 
dreds might be in the immediate vicinity. 
Every methdd has been tried to rid the 
country. of these’ pests, but without satis- 
factory ts. The most successful plan, 
however, is the *‘rabbit drive,’ which takes 
place every sixty days at least,and even 
oftener in the season, for the number of rab- 
bite seems toincrease about as fastas itis 


| diminished. Their destructive propensity 


ivesan incentive tothe people to organize 
or the purpose of exterminating them, in 
‘order to save their property. 

A day being appointed and agiven point 
laid out for the start and the finish it is adver- 
tised in the papers and the whole valley is ap- 
prised of it. The San Joaquin Valley lies 
véry flat and the extent or length of the drive 
about ten totwelve miles, the corral being 
eight to ten miles in a bee line from the point 
of starting. A close fence forming the corral 
1s built about 500 yards square, with an open- 
ing or entrance to receive the drive at one 
end of it, the opening being pethaps fifty feet 
wide. This is tinishing point of the drive, 
and will hold thousands of rabbits. From 
this opening diverge two fences close enough 
to prevent a rabbit from jumping through 
and about five feet high. These two fences 
diverge in a élanting direction from the 
entrance for about three miles, increasing in 
their distance ‘apart as they increase in dis- 
tance from the entrance. 

On the day of the start the peoplein the val- 
ley, from the wealthy farmer to boy in bare 
feet, are ready to take a part. As one stands 
waiting for the word four-horse teams, loaded 
with people, ladies and gentlemen on horse- 
back and in light conveyances may come 

up. By 7 o’clock in the morning of 
suchia day allis bustle and : preparation for 
the drive. Some men have heavy sticks and 
some heavy clubs, but no pistols or any kind 
of firearms are allowed, and no dogs either. 
The sticks or‘clubs are used to beat the brush 
and to kill the rabbits with at the finish. 

A General is appointed to give orders, and 
under him are those who keep the lines in 
order. But sometimes they are anything but 
orderly. The order to start being given along 
the line the cavalcade rushes forward. Boys 
with hoots ana cries run hither and thither, 
wielding their sticks. Men on foot’ in 
advance lines are followed by those on 
horseback and in vehicles. Those on foot 
seem to have the best success in _ up 
the rabbits. Every once in a while a long- 
eared bunny, who had been crouching 
served quite near. will spring up and bound or 
lope (off at a rapid gait for a few hundred 
yards.» Then he disappears among the long 
grass.or vines. Here and there one jumps up 
and occasionally one more daring than the 
rest will attempt to run the gantlet to the 
rear of the lines, and then, getting bewildered, 
= run within reach of a cudgel and meet its 

oom, 

After advancing a few miles the commence- 
ment’ of the fence diverging into the corral 
can be seen. The scene is humorous at times, 
when a horseman is seen dashing at full speed 
after a jack-rabbit and a man on foot run- 
ning in another direction after another. Now 
hundreds of these poor creatures are easily 
discerned as the fences appear on left and 
right, miles apart. Many try the back track, 
only to meet death, however, in the attempt.

continuous sea-steaming speed is to be 
twenty knots an hour.

arate compartments. The engines, 
magazines, and other vital portions of the 
ships will be placed belowa strong curved 
steel deck, having a thickness of four inches 
for a large proportion of the length, with a 
slight reduction of thickness toward the ex- 
tremities. This deck will be associated with 
minutely subdivided coal bunkers extending 
up to the height of the main deck. THis lat- 
ter feature is identical with that seen in all 
the late first-class cruiser for the 
British navy. 

Careful attention has been paid in the de- 
signs to the transport of the ammunition from 
the magazines to thé van fe wling positions. 
The armored conning tower is on the after- 
end of the topgallant foreeastle. A great 
height of freeboard has been provided in the 
new ships in association with a long § Boop and 
forecastie. This feature will, it is calculated 
admit not only of maintaining high s in 
a seaway, but permit of fighting bow and 
stern guns in heavy weather. 

It is not known how much horse power has 
been allowed to'the new ships, as the designs 
have not yet been fully completed. It is an- 
nounced, though, that twin screws,‘and not 
triple screws, will be used. The British Ad- 
miralty deem the experience had with the 
cruisers Blake and Blenheim, as weil as in the 
large twin-screw steamers of thé mercantile 
marine, establishes the efficiency of such Ya 
pellers within the limits of powef and draft 
contemplated. i 

The construction of the cruisers Powerful 
and Terrible was authorized in the navy esti- 
mates of the Admiralty approved for 1893-'4. 
It has been decided, however, to ne the 
commencement of work on the Terrible until 
the next financial year of the Britjsh navy. 
The tenders for the construction of the Power- 
ful will be invited, it is said, as soon as the de- 
signs of the two ships are fully finished.
